ITV IN DESTRUCTION 
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Every Report from Galveston Reveals 
Conditions Worse and W'orse. 
Demi Iking Thrown in tho 
Gulf Instead U niting. 


Houston, Sept.. ll.- The half has not 
boon told of the devastation and death 
maned by the storm at Galveston. From 
one end of the island 
to 
the other 
great 
heaps 
of 
wreckage 
exists, 
nuder the debris are 
dead 
Imeli* *

one-half of tho property of the city wiped 
oat and that ono-half of tho residents 
have to face absolute poverty. 
The es­ 
tim ated dead ar** placed all the way 
from 2000 to 3000. 
This city and her people ara devoting 
themselves assiduously to relieving the 
unfortunates. 
Her business men are 
losing not a moment. 
They thoroughly 
realm * that seconds are valuable. 
Mon­ 
day night largo wagons jostled along 
tin* streets w ith boxes of prepared food 
to load them on the boats aud cars. Th*! 
mayor has sent out calls to the large 
cities of this and other states for im me­ 
diate help, and everybody here feels 
that the resp>nse will Is* generous aud 
srxsedy. 
These people know the justness 
of the demand, and hence thier confi­ 
dence in getting an answer. 
Arrangem ents have been made by 
which comnaunk’n tn rn w ith Galveston 
today. 
This will be done by way of 
Texas City over the Galveston Houston 
mid Henderson railw y and thence across 
the bay by the steam tug Eugene. 
The railroad company sent oat a large 
fore * of hands yesterday to repair the 
traek from Texas City Junction into 
Texas City. This necessitated the build­ 
ing rn alxmt a mile of track. 
The first train will leave at 9 o’clock 
this morning from the International 
and Great Northern depot, reaching 
Texas City by ll a. iii., where connec­ 
tion will be made with th© Eugene and 
the trip across to Galveston will be made 
in alKiuf 45 minutes, the distance being 
only six mil* * 
This service in arranged chiefly for the 
accommodation of rh >*■> having relatives 
in Galveston, and is not intended for 
tho*" drawn by curiosity, 
They will

G. L. Ross. a passenger conductor on 
the International and Great N orthern, ;

“ I will not attem pt to describe the 
horrow of it all, that is impossible. 
W hen I left Galveston mien arm ed with 
winchesters were standing over burying 
squads and at the rifle compelling them j 
lo load the corpse* on drays to be hauled 
to barges on w hich they are towed into 
the gulf bv tugs and flumped into sea. 
“ As I left I saw a barge freighted 
w ith dead on its journep to the gulf. ( 
This m anner of burial is im perative: the 
living m ust be protected now .”
